Icelandic Allocations 


The national association of Icelandic Radio Amateurs is pleased to announce that as of 
December 13, 2010 continued access for Icelandic licensees has been secured on the 
500 kHz, 5 MHz and 70 MHz bands. 


THE 4 METER ALLOCATION. Frequency span: 70.000-70.200 MHz. Access is 
granted on secondary basis. Maximum bandwidth is 16 kHz and power limit is 1OOW. 


THE 60 METER ALLOCATION. Frequency span: 5.260-5.410 MHz. Access is 
granted on secondary basis. Permissible modes are J3E (USB) and A1A and 
maximum bandwidth is 3 kHz. Power limit is 10OW. 


THE 600 METER ALLOCATION. Frequency span: 493-510 kHz. Access is granted 
on secondary basis. Permissible mode: A1A. Power limit is 1OOW.
